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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because none of the elements include text 
legends/descriptors indicating what the element is. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of 
an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is 
to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1, 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lagoni et al., US 5,422,680. 

a) the claimed a pixel counter.. \s met by pixel distribution measurement circuit 20 
which provides pixel count value S2 (Fig 1). 

b) the claimed a processing unit for modifying contrast of the video signal in 
dependence on the count of pixels is met by control signal generator 30 and non- 
linear transfer function generation 12 (Fig 1 ). 
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It is also noted that the applicant's own disclosure admits that the 
limitations as claimed (all of limitation a and the first portion of limitation b) are 
met by Lagoni (see applicant's own specification page 1, line 25-26). 

However, the claim (limitation b) also includes characterized in that the 
predetermined period of time, during which the count of pixels is determined, is a 
number of times shorter than one video field interval. 

The above language given the broadest interpretation is still met by 
Lagoni regardless if Lagoni discloses 0 time shorter, since 0 meets "a number of 
times". 

Regarding claim 8, and the receiving means is met by input terminal 14 
(Fig 1) and the display is met where Lagoni discloses in the title "Non-linear 
contrast control apparatus with pixel distribution measurement for video display 
system". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-7 and 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but appear to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
